“RAISE THE PREMIUM. 


The Treasury Department’s Effort to 
Prevent Gold Exports. : 

WASHINGTON, March 26. — The 
Treasury Department has instructed the 
New York sub-treasury to raise the 
premium on gold bars from 1-16 to 3-16 
per cent. The department's purpose 18 
to do what can be done legitimately to 
prevent further exports of gold. The cr- 
der has a triple purpose. First, it will 
tend to raise the price at which gold can 
be exported profitably, the price of ex- 
change now being dangerously near the 
export. point; second, it is regarded as 
good policy to get rid of coin instead of 
bars, because the former frequently 
have lost weight through abrasion: 
third, it is intended to meet the action 
of the Bank of England in raising the 
price of gold bars to 77s 10d, thus prac- 
tically lowering the rate of exchange at 
which gold can be shipped from the 
United States to Great Britain to 
about $4.8814@4.88%.

Hardly had the vote on the selec- 
tion of electors been announced when 
the long-anticipated row was in force. 
As the chair declared the men elected, 
a wild whoop from the very center of 
the McKinley delegation proclaimed 
that the trouble had begun. One bur- 
ley negro came through the jam, push- 
ing men in front of him as if they were 
£0 much chaff, and in his wake came a 
hundied followers wild with excite- 
ment. They gave every evidence that 


they inteoded to capture the grand, 


stand. 

The spectators and the crowd on the 
stand made frantic efforts to get out of 
their way, but all to no purpose. They 
were on the stand in an instant, and 
there they were confronted ti Cuney 
and his faithful followers, who received 
them with a hearty welcome, far 
warmer than they anticipated. The 
Cuney men had no time to organize 
their forces before the opposing crowd 
was on them. This mattered little, 
however, as each man instantly re- 
soived himself into a John L. Sullivan 
and combated every inch of the ground. 
The first negro to reach the stage made 
2 lunge at Cuney’s head with his fist. 
While he was quick, one of Cunc,’s fol- 
lowers was quicker. While he struck 
zt Cuney he found himself confronted 
by a big revolver in the hands of a 
negro, who, while not so large, demon- 
strated that he could hold his own 
against all comers. The two men eyed 
each other for ten seconds probably, 
vnen they both went down before the 
howling crowd that was swaying 
around and about them. 

In an instant, the platform was a 
scene of wild choas.

Decision by Judge: Morrow Favor- 
able to the Growers. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 26.—United 
States Judge Morrow rendered a de- 
eision in the celebrated “Zante cur- 
rants” case today, in which he held 
that. all currants coming from Patras

were Zante.currants, in the meaning 
of the tariff law, and therefore sub- 
ject to United States duties. 

The matter was brought up by Collec- 
tor of the Port Wise in an application 
for a writ of réview of the questions 
of law involved in the decision of the 
Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers at New York in the matter 
of the classification of 500 barrels of 
currents at San Francisco, which was 
invoiced as “plum pudding label, J cur- 
rants.” The collector classified them 
as Zante currants and assessed a duty 
of 1% cents per pound thereon. The 
importers filed a protest with the gen- 
eral appraisers, claiming the currants 


‘| Were not Zante currants, but currants 


grown in the provinces of Greece, and 
therefore free -of duty as: dried fruit 
not otherwise provided for in the Wil- 


son Bill. The appraisers upheld the 


protest, and thereupon Collector. Wise 
referred the question to the United 
States court for the final adjudication. 

In summing up Judge Morrow says 
that, in his opinion, the classification of 
the article imported and involved in 
the case made by Collector Wise was 
correct, and that the currants are sub- 
ject to the duty of 1% cents. per cent. 
The decison of the general appraisers 
was d erroneous, and ordered re- 
versed,

House Scraps for Poultry. es, 


Kitchen scraps are splendid for f 
and with a small house and a —— 
poultry yard there is no danger, but 
if you have a large bucket of rich 
kitchen scraps, and a small flock of 
fowls, you. must look out. Perhaps 
your experience may be something like 
the following, which a correspondent 
of the Rural New Yorker, describes: 

‘I had an opportunity of getting all 
the hotel offal I wanted without cost, 
delivered. Not to make too great a 
change of diet, I fed only about half 
rations of the former feed with the 
hotel feed for about ten days: The first 
apparent result was the greater thirst; 
the second was the soiled plumage, ow- 
ing to the grease it contained, and the 
third, more than double the egg prod- 
uct. I felt greatly encouraged at this 
point of the experiment, and for twenty 
days fed nothing but the hotel offal. 
There was no increase in egg produc- 
tion after the wheat was omitted, but 
after a week, it began to decrease, till 
at the end of twenty days the hens 
ceased to lay entirely. They were also 
very lazy, being too fat, as I found by 
examining them. Four hens died dur- 
ing the month. About half of the bulk 
of the offal was melons, broken dishes, 
corn cobs and corks. It was eaten up 
clean. except the last two items. The 
offal rations were replaced by wheat 
and oats in sheaf, and it was a 
month before the hens began to lay 
again. Some of the flock were moulting 
during the two months of the experi- 
ment. The breed was the White Java. 
The mouiting season is not a good time 
to experiment for results in the egg 
basket. A neighbor also tried the ho- 
tel offal rations for over two weeks 
pet his hens ceased to lay, and four 


Points of a Good Milker. 


(San Francisco Chronicle:) A cow 
with the business habit of keeping her 
accounts with the world paid up 
through the man who owns and feeds 
her, is a good business cow. 
the kind of cow I recommend. Her 
power of service will be indicated ty 
certain external points. She should 
bave a large, long udder, of elastic, fine 
quality, a mellow, movable skin, cov- 
ered with soft, silky, hair; a long, large 
barrel, hooped with flat ribs, broad and 
wide apart; a broad loin, spreading out 
into broad, thin hind- quarters; an 
open twist, with rather thin hips, and 
a lean neck of symmetrical length, car- 
rying a clean-cut, fine face, with promi- 
nent eyes. A cow wita these points 
bas ability to serve a man well, if she 
gets a fair channce. ‘fhat her calves 
may have powers equal to, or rather 
hetter than, her own, care should be 
exercised in their breeding. The best 
blood to the breed adapted to the farm- 
er's purpose should be used to en- 
large, and not lessen, the working ca- 
pacity to be transmitted to her calves. 


Wild Figures on Lemon Culture. 


(California Fruit Grower:) The fol- 
lowing wild and wholly unreliable fig- 
ures, regarding lemon culture, have 
been published in a number of Califor- 
nia papers reoently. Such figures 
always do harm, in stimulating hopes 
never realized, and thus tend to brand 
even honest and reliable statements as 
gross fabrications: - 

“It is not expected in lemon-produc- 
ing districts of Europe that a tree will 
bear before the sixth or seventh year, 
and it will do well if it yields three 
boxes of fruit the tenth year, says a 
fruit-trade paper. In California a 
lemon tree is expected to pay expenses 
the third year, and it should yield from 
five to ten boxes of fruit in the sixth 
year, while it is not an exceptional oc- 
currence for trees ten years from 
planting to produce twenty-five to 
thirty boxes of fruit.“

The publication of such statements 
in Siberia or Timbuctoo might possibly 
be overlooked, but when seen in scores 
of California papers it is a matter of 
astonishment. .

Real estate dealers have a more 
cheerful and busy air than for some 
time past. The inquiry. for property 4s 
more general than it has been for sev-

to wake up to the fact that unimproved 
property in large tracts within the city 
limits, outside of the eastern and north- 
western portions of the city, are be- 
coming very scarce. ie 
THE CAHUENGA VALLEY. 
It is expected that the electric road 
to Santa Monica will be in operation 
within a week. This improvement has 
already had a marked effect on prop- 
erty along the line of the road, and we 
may look for a number of sales in that 
section: during the next few months. 
On Saturday next, there will be an auc- 
tion of a tract belonging to Romulo

KUHRTS STREET. 
The southern portion of East Los 


Angeles is another section that has been 
largely benefited by the operation of 


an electric road. The new line on 
Kuhrts street had the effect of greatly 
improving the demand for property in 
that section. Eighteen houses have 
been erected in the new Kuhrts-street 
tract, which was recently laid out, and 
five more are about to be constructed, 
making twenty-three cottages on this 
single tract within ninety days from 
the time the first stakes were driven.

‘STREET SIGNS. |. 

_In traveling about a city of the size 
of Los Angeles one is apt to become 
bewildered, especially if the locality is 
not familiar to him. The idea of being 
lost in Los Angeles may be a preposter- 
ous proposition, at the same time can 
you go in any direction many blocks 
from Second and Spring streets, and 
find a street sign on the corner? Prop- 
erty-owners have time and again pe- 
titioned the Council to put new signs 
on the corners of the streets, and they 
resolute“ these petitons to the Street 
Superintendent to have the signs re- 
placed, or new ones erected, when they 
absolutely refuse to allow any pay for 
them. On inquiry at the Street Super- 
intendent’s office it is found that there 
are between 2500 and 3000 new signs 
actually needed. 8 

It is customary in other cities to have 
one or two men constantly engaged in 
repairing and making new signs, and 
there is no good reason why Los An- 
geles should be in the rear of the pro- 
cession in this respect. 

TITLES TO MEXICAN GRANTS. .- 

A few weeks ago, in this department 
of The Times, reference was made to 
the fact that certain parties have been 
for some time past sending out anony- 
mous circulars suggesting that the 
recipients should contribute money for 
the purpose of contesting the titles to 
certain Spanish grants in this section. 
In an interview with a nan who is 
thoroughly familiar with the subject 
it was shown that the titles to these 
ranchos have been irrevocably fixed, 
and that there is no prospect whatever 
of any change being made by the gov- 
ernment at this late day, although it 
4s not denied that the boundaries of 
many of these grants are wider. than 
they should have been. The subject is 
brought to the front again by a com- 
munication printed last week in a Los 
‘Angeles paper from Zachariah Mont- 
gomery, who, in conjunction with A. 
H. Garland, ex-United States Attorney- 
General, and 
engaged in attempting to reopen the 
question of title to these grants on be- 
half of an organization known as the 
“Settlers’ League of California, Arizona 
and New Mexico.” In à contribution 
to the San Francisco” Argonaut of 
March 9 from Crittenden Thornton, an 
attorney who is thoroughly well in- 
formed on the subject, that gentleman 
takes precisely the same ground as the 
Los Angeles man whose opinion was 


quoted in The Times. Mr. Thornton 


shows that these suits are instigated 
by private speculators and that only 
one result is possible—a judgment in 
favor of the defendants. Mr. Thorn- 
ton says, writing under date of March

GREATER LOS ANGELES. 


Residents in the sections adjoining 
Los Angeles which have come into the 
city by the recent vote are to be con- 
gratulated on the change, which will 
be beneficial not only to them but to 
the city at large.

BOYLE HEIGHTS. 

It looks as if the time had about ar- 
rived for Boyle Heights to take ‘the 
start which The Times has always pre- 
dicted it would take as soon as in- 
creased and more rapid transportation 
should be furnished. Those who have 
charge of the much-talked-of Fourth- 
Street electric line appear to be in 
earnest. The petition to the Council 
for the widening of Fourth street was 
very numerously signed, and the Coun- 
cil has appointed a committee to look 
into the route of the railroad franchise 
that has been asked for, in order to 
ascertain whether it is a proper one. By 
this route—which, it is understood, will 
be under the control of one of the big 
street-railroad systems—it is claimed 
that passengers can be landed across 
the river from the city in about six 
minutes This will bring Boyle Heights 
very close to the business center, and 
the many advantages of that section 
for residence will be brought promi- 
nently before the people. Preparations 
have already been made to subdivide 
one tract on the Heights, along the line 
of the new railroad: 

THOSE TOURIST HOTELS. 


In referring to the proposed Wilshire 
tourist hotel at Westlake Park, the 
statement was made that the price 
asked by the company was equivalent 
to $60 a front foot. In a note to The 
Times the company draws attention to 
the fact that some of the lots are 60 
and 75 feet front, whereas the price re- 
ferred to was estimated on a basis of 
50-foot lots. This reduces the wrice per 
front foot to less than $50, which in- 
cludes putting in the sewer, grading 
and graveling the streets, and putting 
a wide cement walk entirely around 
the block. 3 

As reported in The Times of Wednes- 
day, a meeting to discuss this hotel 
project was held at the Chamber of 
Commerce on Tuesday; at which it was 


reported that an Eastern Hotel man 


had subscribed $10,000 to the enterprise, 
and had guaranteed to place from $10,- 
000 to $15,000 of stock with eastern cap- 
italists. This, in addition to $25,000 
subscribed in land by the Wilshire com- 
many, makes 350,000, in addition to 
which subscriptions to the amount of 
$9000 were announced and more are in 


sight. 

The parties who have undertaken to 
build a hotel on the Silent property, on 
Adams street, are not saying much, 
but are working hard and claim to be 
meeting with much encouragement. It 
is also stated that the much-talked-of 
and long-promised Tenth-street hotel 
enterprise is not altogether dead yet, 
but has recently shown some signs of 
resurrection. 

There is still a fourth hotel enterprise 
which will shortly be brought before 
the Los Angeles public, with full plans 
and specifications. It contempates a 
combination of tourist and commercial 
hotel in a close-in location, the site be- 
ing partly hill and partly level. This 
project is said by those who have been 
permitted to look over the outline of it 
to be in many respects ahead of any- 
thing of the kind that has yet been pre- 
sented. It is also stated that the finan- 
cial part of the undertaking is already 
almost assured. 

It certainly seems as if among all the 
various hotel schemes that are now 
coming to the front, at least one of the 
propositions should: materialize. It is 
to be hoped that competition for sup- 
port among the various enterprises will 
not result as did the competition be- 
tween the owners.of the St. Vincent 
location on Broadway and Hill streets 
and the Tenth-street site. The Tenth- 
street people succeeded in getting the 
best of the others and built a founda- 
tion, but that was the end of it, and the 
foundation is there yet. 

DEFICIENCY JUDGMENTS.

As the mortgagor relies wholly 
upon the strength of his security at 
the time he makes the loan, and, as 
he will not loan over 60 per cent. of 
the value of that property, it seems 
only fair that he should be relegated 
to the security to collect his money. 
That the rule of caveat emptor should, 


apply to a purchasér, and not to a 


loaner, does not strike the ordinary 
mind as fair.

Congressmen, Department Clerks 
and Constituents. 


Duties of Congressmen Chiefly Per- 
formed in Committee—The Daily. 
Routine Subject to Numerous 
PFariations.

‘(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—-Washing- 
ton largely consists of three classes who 


dannot be found elsewhere in the United 


States, Congressmen, department clerks 
and constituents. 


Of course, Congressmen exist at their 


various homes, but there they have only 


the honors without the labors incident 
tio their lives in Washington. Constit- 


vents also exist throughout the country, 
but Congressmen never realize what 
constituents really are until they meet 
them here. Hence, it can be said Con- 
gressmen and ‘constituents: only exist, 
so far as their real characteristics are 
coricerned, in this city, 
The Congressman: at home is on exhi- 
bition. He sits at the head of the ban- 
quet table, makes after-dinner speeches, 
addresses political, educational and re- 
ligious meetings, posing as the leading 
man in his district. But the brass band 
and fife accompaniments to his position 
cease when he comes to Washington, 
r the sake of his honor he is worried 
r fear matters will go wrong at home 
during his absence, and he will be de- 
feated. For the sake of comfort he 
rather wishes he would. 


The importance of a Congressman’s. 


work is popularly gauged by the part 


bes takes in debates on the floor of the 


House, and that is controlled, as a rule, 
by influences entirely beyond his power 
to make or prevent. His real duties are 
chiefly performed in connection with 
committees. 

The daily routine of a Congressman is 
to go to his desk at an earlier hour than 
he does in his law office at home, and 
receive visitors who want positions, do- 
nations and other favors entirely be- 
- yond his power to grant, either from 

political or financial points of view.

Where does their money go? Across 
what is known as the Long Bridge is 
what is called the town“ of Jackson 
City. There are no inhabitants, but 
plenty of houses, each house.a gam- 
bling hell. One of the most popular of 
these is a ramshackle-looking building 


with a stairway outside and a cupula 
on top. 


The creaking stairway leads to a door 
about the height of a man, closed by a 


little wooden slide. A knock brings an 


attendant, who admits the .visitor into 
a cosy ante- room. m there he 
passes into a large hall, where a dozen 
games of chance are in 1 blast. The 
room is brilliantly lighted, and faro, 
keno, baccarat and crap tables can all 
be found. Around these tables can be 
found crowds from supper time in the 
evening until breakfast time in the 
morning, and a very large proportion 
of the players are department clerks. 
The races are also largely patronized 
by this same class. 

I do not mean to say that there are 
not honest department clerks, or that 
none can be found of high moral char- 
acter, but unfortunately, they are in 
the minority, and the influence thrown 
about those who are of good character 


when they come here, are Well calcu- 


lated to lead them astray. 

There are many positions under-paid, 
competent men who have not the fac- 
ulty of winning favors from their su- 
perior officers, toil for years for sala- 
ries pitifully small, and then when 
broken down by. faithful, efficient work 
for the government, are turned out into 
the world without a dollar and wholly 
unfitted for any labor except that to 
which they have been so long accus- 
tomed. 

But even more interesting than Con- 
gressmen or department clerks are 
their visitors. A student of human 


nature could find a life-time’s profitable 


employment at the Capitol studying 
the types of humanity. Seated in the 
corridor I have watched them for 
hours. Some of them stand watching 
and waiting for the Congressmen whom 
they will not see if the Congress 
sees them first. There are others Who 
do not haunt the corridors, but who 
walk in boldly and are greeted effu- 
sively by the Congressmen. — 

There is the old soldier, for many 
years a weary but patient applicant for 
a pension or increase of pension. He 
can be found in any part of the build- 
ing at almost any time of the day. He 
is not obtrusive, because accustomed 
to delays and disappointments. The 


manner is apologetic as though asking 


pardon for not having been killed on 
the battlefield. He stumps around the 
rridors with his cane or perhaps a 
ooden leg, confiding in the door-keep- 
ers. and the messengers around the 
halls. Everybody is kind to him, nd 
the CongresSmen seldom try to dodge 
him. But there are so many others 
equally deserving that he can get but 
He remains as long as it is possible 
for him to subsist here and then goes 
home hoping agaihst hope that Congress 
will take some action for his benefit. 
But when he is gone others will take 
his place and during the entire session 
there will be no scarcity of the heroes 
who could keep the government from 
dying, but can scarcely subsist them- 
selves. 
A man enters wearing a black slouch 
hat. carrying a cane in one hand, his 
other hand in his pocket, smoking a 
cigar, and you know at once who he is. 
He is here for the purpose of prosecut- 
ing a southern war claim. When he 
sees the Congressman, in well modu- 
lated tones he presents the merits of 
his cause, making graceful gestures 
with his cigar. This type has 
seen at every session since the war 
closed, and its representatives are 
among the most pleasant and courteous 
people who are met with in Washing- 
ton. This gentleman is frequently sup- 


plemented by a dainty little woman in 


black, wearing a long crepe veil, who 
is soft of speech, persuasive of argu- 
ment and who has a pitiful story of 
trouble. 


The most self-important of all the |. 


visitor is the ward politician, who 
runs down to Washington for a day or 
two to see his Congressman and report 
upon the condition of the policies of 
his district. The Congressman walks 
through the corridor with his arm rest- 
ing familiarly upon the visitor’s shoul- 
der, listening to the account of affairs 
at home with eagerness. The politician 
s a gentleman of florid complexion, ro- 
st build, and an appetite that creates 
a considerable deficiency in the Con- 
gressman’s pocketbook when they go 
to the restaurant together. N 
There is a corner in Statuary Hall 
fitted with chairs and sofas, where la- 


dies wait for Congressmen. Pitiful 
stories of life are told upon the faces of 
most of these. As a rule they are eld- 
erly ladies wanting some means of sup- 
porting families, or urging pension or 
war claims, which will very likely be 
sent back and forth between the com- 
mittees of the House and Senate long 
after the claimant is dead. 

Many mothers come to seoure the re- 
lease of sons who have enlisted in the 
army and are now repenting, whife ef- 
forts are being made through the Con- 


gressmen to get the Secretary of War 


to grant their discharges. There are 
young women who want department 
positions, and, as a rule, they have tales 
of woe that are very distressing. 


It is refreshing to turn from these 


types to that of the farmer and his 
wife. They always come together, and 
their garments, although plain, have an 
unmistakable air of Sunday about 
them. The farmer may never have 
seen the Congressman from his district, 
but he feels a proprietary interest in 
him, and would not miss seeing him for 
anything. As a rule the Congressman 
responds to the farmer’s card and takes 
him and his wife to the reserved gal- 
lery, from whence he will show him 
the dignitaries upon the floor of the 
house or Senate, and there leave him 
in a state of awe, admiration and per- 
fect happiness. 
Whoever else may be in the corridor, 


there every day, hopeful in the fore- 
noon, dejected in the afternoon, and 
despairing in the evening, but coming 
again on the morrow to renew his ef- 
forts and revive his hopes. He can be 
distinguished by his listless air, his 
anxious, careworn look, and the frayed 
fringes of his garments. Too poor to 
get home, perhaps, or at least too proud 
to return ‘empty-handed and meet the 
questions and sneers of his old-time as- 
sociates, he hangs on in Washington, 
living as best he may, and besieging 
the members of his State delegation 
for work that they can not find for 


fun of, his case is too serious. When 
he goes down the great marble steps 
at the close of another fruitless day’s 


effort, you could not look into his face : 
and read the anguish there without | 


feeling sorry for him. And at home 


you know there are anxious hearts 


waiting and hoping for his success. 

There are probably brides and grooms 
who do not come to Washington on 
their bridal tours, but it is difficult for 
one here to realize that there can be 
more than those who visit the Capitol. 
There is something about the nooks 
and corners and paintings and statuary 
of the Capitol that seems to render 
them even more loving than on a rail- 
road train, and blissfully unconscious 
that there are other people than them- 
selves in the whole world. 

If anywhere in the United States a 
man becomes sufficiently eccentric to 
be classed as a crank, and not enough 
so to be confined in a lunatic asylum, 
he immediately conceives that it is 
his mission to come to Washington and 
have Congress crystalize his ideas“ 
into laws. It would be difficult to 
imagine a hobby that has no votaries 
here. For many years an old man 
hung around the lobbies besieging mem- 
bers to pass a bill abolishing the red 
stripe in the American flag because red 
is a symbol of blood. A favorite ec- 
centricity very often indulged in is the 
effort to have Congress acknowledge 
‘some flower as a national emblem. The 
rose, pansy, golden rod and the lowly 
jimson weed have often been urged, 
and great bitterness has been engen- 


dered between the advocates, There are, 


always people who want to insert the 


word God“ in the Constitution, as is 


done in some of the State Constitu- 
tions, and people who make it their 
business to see that this is not done. 
They watch each other like hawks. 
and all they accomplish is to create 
such a warfare that Congress will not 
consider it seriously, although it is now 
in committee, where it has been many 
times before. Occasionally dangerous 
cranks appear, but the Capitol is well 
N arded and at the first symptom of 
dementia the individual fs promptly.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) March 23.—A man 


_ Bhould be dead before anything good can 


be said of his career, and nothing but re- 
‘markable exceptions, it would seem, 
justify telling what he has done while 
he is still among the living. The fol- 
lowing pertains to one Samuel Don- 
nelly, and Mr. Donnelly is not dead. 
On the contrary, he is very much alive 
and ariticipates doing a great deal be- 
fore he goes to his reward. In fact, he 
regards what he has gone through in 
the past forty-three years as but a 
preparation for what he has yet to do. 
As he is a remarkable man, the narra- 
tor must be excused for giving his 
career herewith, instead of waiting for 
his demise. 
Occasionally vague stories have come 
out to the region of Arizona and the 
Southwest in general of a quaint min- 
ing camp in the Huachuca Mountains, 
far in the southwestern part of the 
Territory of Arizona. Their general 
character has been that it is the abid- 
ing place of some new-fangled creed, 
that the people live on a communistic 
plan, and that the whole is presided 
re) by a queer genius who gives away 
s money. The reports have had a 
fantastic turn that investigation fails 
to confirm. There is much about it, 
however, that is unparalleled the world 
over, and to such portions this relation 


will be confined. 


The Huachucas are the most roman- 
tic and beautiful range of the Terri- 
tory. They abound in deep chasms, 
overhanging crags with mysterious In- 
dian carvings on the rocks, timbered

gides and creek beds that have real 
water in them.

Our friend here with something to 


| common, and they are one great happy 
family. The proceeds of the mine are 
| considerable—probably $3000 a month. 
They care little for money, and use 
comparatively small amounts on them- 
selves. They live well and dress plainly. 
No pro rata division of the funds is 
made. The men work at the mine, the 
shops and the concentrator, and the 
women are the housekeepers. The men 
have no pay day, still they work as in- 
dustriusly as those miners they hire. 
The women keep house, largely in com- 
mon, Meals are served at but two or 
three of the houses, at large tables, and 
while not rumning to fancy dishes, are 
the fat of the land. The children of 
several families eat together, and 
company come in for “rat from 
the same source. They are not always 
under the care of their own mothers. 
The day’s work over, all congregate 
at the sitting-room of the biggest 
house of the camp. Here they are ad- 
dressed on topics on the lines already 
indicated. Men and their wives sit to- 
gether, the men in shirtsleeves, the 
women in their day attire. . 

The aspect of so many people living 
together and seeing so much of each 
other gives rise to the question if dis- 
sentions do not occur among them, Hu- 
mam nature is human nature, and that 
all should be continually harmonious 
would hardly be reasonable. Neverthe- 
less they do not have any strife. They 
are genuine brethren and without selfish- 
ness. Rather than do each as little as 
possible, the aim seems to be to shield 
each the other, and each do all himself. 
No backbiting is done, and any tales 
told of members are related at the even- 
. ae meetings to the assemblage by the 
eader, 

On Sundays all work is laid aside. 
This, be it known, is unusual in a min- 
ing camp. In general, Sunday in camps 
cannot be distinguished from any other 
day. Stamps drop as usual and ore is 
blocked and knocked down and 
brought to the light of day Sunday, 
just the same as any other day. In this 
strange place, however, Sunday is ob- 
served. All belonging to the camp meet 
at the biggest house about 11 o’clock. 
Services of the simplest order are held. 
Only sacred music is heard whether 
with voice or instruments, The music

He fought hard, and has 
passed from one fight into another to 
the extent of three or four in succes- 
sion. Seven years of such a life he led. 
He was born in Scotland, his father be- 
ing a fighting Presbyterian preacher. 
His father was a man of huge stature, 
stern and sharp, who fought un: devil 
and the Pope to the best of his light. 
Catholics were his greatest aversion, 
and the priests of his region dreaded 
and feared him. When he was on his 
deathbed, wasted by illness and weak 
almost beyond arousing, a priest had 
the fright of his life from the old man. 
It seems that a woman who was dying 
had sent for the priest to be shrived. 
The priest got in the wrong house by 
mistake, night into the jaws of the 
dreaded Parson Donnelly himself. He 
entered the house and the sickroom un- 
announced. In closing the door behind 
him it accidentally locked and he was 
imprisoned in the room. He ap- 
proached the bed and began the shrin- 
ing. The sick man opened his eyes 
and beheld the hated priest. Thou 
son of the Prince of Darkness!” he 
yelled, and sprung up, as weak as he 
was. The priest fled in terror, and 
found the door fastened. He knew not 
how to turn. The only other person in 
the room was the Donnelly of today, 
a boy of 12. “Give me that knife, Sam- 
uel,” exclaimed the sick man, pointing 
to a large butcher-knife near. The boy 
got the knife, but instead of handing it 
over, rushed to the door and pried back 
the lock. He then told the priest to 
“git,” or words to that effect. The 
priest did not delay. The exertion was 
too much for the patient. He had a re- 
lapse and died soon after. 

From his boyhood until he was 24 
years old Samuel Donmelly’s life was 
uneventful. He went sailing to every 
country in the world and had various 
business experiences. At about 25 he 
began drinking and had sprees of the 
most terrific order. After being in 
America he settled in Los Angeles. His 
particular delight was jokes on the Sal- 
vation Army. He would notice that 
the hymn-book contained ninety-eight 
hymns, and then he would announce 
“No. 99, please,” and sing something 
himself, carrying it clear through. 
Meanwhile, those present would be 
locking for No. 99. 

His conversion dated from the sing- 
ing at home from an old hymn-book a 
hymn he used to sing as a boy for his 


mother. His career as a convert was 


almost as stormy as had been his pre- 
vious years. He joined the Presby- 
terian Church, but dissented after study 
on a point of creed. He preached, and 
right strongly, from the Scriptures as 
he saw them. He was refused the pul- 


| pits of the churches of Los Angeles, the 
“| first to reject him being the Methodist 


Church. He preached against doctrines 
and creeds, holding always for the spirit 
of the Bible and not the letter. He 
believed himself sent of God for the 
conversion of many of his fellow-men. 
He praached at every opportunity. 

One day he received a request from 
a holiness mission at Tombstone, Ariz., 
to come there to aid in conducting meet- 
ings. The Tombstone mission had been 
sadly hampered by disturbances by the 
rough miners of the camp, and as 
Brother Donnelly was known to be as 
ready to fight for his new faith with his 
brawn as with his eloquenee, he 
was wanted to keep the big fei- 
low in order. He started for 
Arizona, stopping only at Pomona. 
where he conducted some successful 
meetings. He arrived- in Tombstone 
with just 25 cents in his pocket; There 
he enforced order with a-rough and 
‘ready hand, and did good work. One 
of his converts was Ed Langiord, the 
machinist and millwright of the camp 
of today. 

From mission work he took up the 
study of the Scriptures, to thoroughly 


of the good of his fellow-men. He lived 
most frugally, sometimes on 50 cents a 
week. He studied the scriptures “or 
two hours in the morning, with keen 
insight, and then did mere reading of 
the Bible for two hours. Of afternoons 
he did the same again. He used no 
commentaries, believing the Tithle 
alone the proper source of preparation. 
For years he read nothing but the 
Bible. He now reads practically noth- 
ing but the Bible and newspapers. 
There is said to have been some be- 
lief in a revelation on his part that led 
him to take up the Copper Glance 
mine. He refuses to say anything con- 
firmatory as to this, but does not deny 
it. The Copper Glance was found and 
worked first in the early 80s by a man 
named Gates. The ore was a smelt- 
ing propositon, that with the latest 
methods can be worked to splendid ad- 
vantage, giving high returns Gates, 
however, did not know the nature of 
his ore, and had a test run milled. The 
result was disastrous and so discour- 
aged him that he abandoned the mine. 
It was not long before this that he had 
refused $10,000 for it. f 
For three years the property was 
claimed of no man. The wealth of that 
mountain was too well ‘hidden, and the 
Copper Glance was only another of 
the thousands of abandoned prospect 
holes of Arizona—graves of the fond 
‘hopes and labor of many a hardy old 
prospector. In 1887 the property was 
relocated by Mr. Donnelly and Herbert 
Gettrell, an ex-saloon man and ex- 
postmaster of the now-dead town of 
Charleston, Ariz. They found it a 
good shipping proposition, and soon all 
poverty was over for Donnelly. He 
continued his studies and gradually 
evolved his camp of today. His camp 
was joined first by Langford, the engi- 
neer of today, and his family. Lang- 
ford had been an infidel and was one of 
the converts of the mission work at 
Tombstone. Mrs. Langford was a con- 
verted Methodist. She had for a long 
time refused to even hear Donnelly. 
She believed he was engaged in break- 
ing up churches in the attacks made 
by the man on church schisms. Little 
by little the numbers increased. Men 
from the region surrounding were con- 
verted by Donnelly’s earnest work. A 
cattleman who had been in the maver- 
ick business abondoned his ranch and 
became an adherent. There were two 
brothers, range men and cattle-owners, 


ugly customers, “the Duncan boys.” 
While sinned against to a terrible ex- 
tent, they were not without a good 
deal of sinning on their own account. 
The Duncans comprised three brothers, 
Alexander, William and Thomas. They 
lived alone and together, all unmar- 
ried, at a ranch near the Huachucas. 
They were at strife with a neighboring 


ent use shall be Collin, although it is 
something else. The ‘boys’ hated Col- 
lin and all his clan with all the fer- 
vency of a good Scotch hatred. They 
terrorized his cowboys and refused to 
have aught to do at his round-ups, 
holding round-ups of their own.

The Duncan boys, Alix and Will, 


were arres and thrown in jail at 
Tombstone, e evidence on which 
they had been held was the most 
flimsy, as was shown when they came 
to trial. For six months they lay in 
jail. When the trial came on it was 
shown that Alex was far away from 
the scene of the killing at the time, and 
that Will was the best of friends with 
the family. So flimsy was the ei- 
dence that the Judge reprimanded the 
District Attorney for having permitted 


the imprisonment of the men. They 
were discharged. : 

The six months in jail had been a 
heavy infliction on the boys.“ Alex 


contracted paralysis of the lower limbs, 
and was à helpless and pitiable wreck. 
Will had chafed at the confinement, so 
different from the boundless freedom of 
the ranges, and above all at the suf- 
ferings of his once stalwart and hardy 
brother. They went back to life at the 
ranch, and again will and Tom rode 
the range, while poor Alix staid in the 
house and dragged himself about with 
the aid of a chair. One day the two 
brothers rode in and found Alix mur- 
dered. It was à cruel deed. He had 
propelled himself to the cupboard with 
his chair, evidently to get something to 
eat, and as he got there he was shot 
through the heart from behind, and 
stabbed. The fury of the Duncans 
knew no bounds. They swore over the 
dead body to avenge it a hundred fold. 
They attributed it to the instrumen- 
tality of Collin. They promised each 
other to wipe everything pertaining tu 
Collin off the face of the earth; not 
only to kill him, but his family and 
household; to raze nis home and ranch 
buildings and to poison all his cattle. 
From that day the Duncans became 
terrible men. .They went armed to the 
teeth at all times, with Winchesters, 
revolvers and knives. Collin’s men 
feared and evaded tnem. One of them 
was not properly respectful to Will ana 
that gentleman opened Mr. Cowboy’s 
head with the butt of a pistol and left 
him unconscious, _ 

The murder of Alex Duncan occurred 
years ago, and Collin, the cattle baron, 
is still on the face of the earth, his 
family, his household and his cattle. 
The Duncan-boys have rescinded their 
oath of vengeance. 

_About the time they were so terribly 
wronged they met Donnelly. A certain 
affinity sprang up between them, as all 
were Scotehmen. His influence on them 
was for yéars invisible, and yielded 
grudgingly: He spoke freely to them 
of their fuults, and.gave them sympa- 
thy for the wrongs done them. At 
times they were inclined to be resent- 
ful at his plain talk, but found in their 
friend no fear. Today they are mem- 
bers of the Camp, and the noblest of 
men. Should Collin come to them hun- 
gry they would give him food; if broke, 
they would give him money The venge- 
ful and ugly Will Duncan is in charge 
of the engine, as peaceable and honest 
a man as any one living. 

Ten or a dozen members; of both 
sexes, are from Los Angeles. Four- 
teen are from Kansas. The old mine 
partner, Gettrell, is still there. The 
lastest addition is a young gambler, 
keen as the sharpest of that shrewd 
fraternity. He came to the camp ih 
November, and in the short time since 
has given evidence of being the very 
antithesis of what he was a few months 
ago. He rather prided himself on his 
infidelity, and had a string of the stock 
questions of the infidel. He asked Mr. 
Donnelly if questions were permitted, 
at one of the meetings, and the reply 
was that they were welcome. He then 
sprung his posers, and was answered 
in a logical way that he could not 
gainsay. He himself admitted that he 
was worsted. The question of the 
source of the supply of the extra water 
of the flood was met with other ques- 
tions. Where had the usual water 
supply of the earth come from? Could 
not the power that had provided so 
much water, provide more?“ 

In joining the camp there is no 
signing of papers, mo creed, no agree- 
ment. The sole requirement is, to 
quote. Mr, Donnelly, “unmistakable 
evidence of a vital Christianity.” For 
long after the entrance of a new mem- 
ber his time is kept, and should the 
evidences of his grace be lacking, he 
is paid for his work done and dismissed. 

Pertaining to this grace, one of the 
ladies, now there with her husband, who 
came from Los Angeles, said: “I had 
belonged to several churches in Los An- 
geles, and found in them a something 
lacking, a hollowness and dissatisfaction 
in it all. I took active part in socials 
‘and other means for the pastor’s fund, 
but that did not help me. I left the 
Methodist Church and tried others. At 
last I heard of Brother Donnelly, and 
the good work he was doing. ‘Here,’ 
I said ‘is what I have been looking for.’ 
Weopened communication with him and 
found his letters full of vitality of the 
spirit that the churches had lacked. We 
came here, and have found real happl- 
ness and Christian satisfaction.” 

“The aim of my life,” says Mr. Don- 
nelly, “is to do God’s will with wis- 
dom; the amelioration and good of my 
fellow-man; to relieve his sufferings 
and aid him promptly when he is 
needy, but not to pander to his covet- 
ousness.” There is no doubt that he and 
his camp do worlds of good, of which 
little is told. Thecharity isoneof the 
genuine and practical kind. Recently Mr. 
Donnelly visited thé University of Ari- 
zona at Tucson, and found needy atu- 
dents from his own county of Cochise. 
He learned that they were working 
their way through, earning 88.50 per 

month, against expenses of $13 per 
month, He donated to such student 
of Cochise county an allowance of $20 
per month: Another case in ‘nstance is. 
that of Herndon, a young prospector, 
who was wrongly involved in an insur- 
ance case of national reputation. ‘ 

Readers of The Times will recall from 
its telegraph columns in years past, 
the notorious insurance case of John 
W. Hillman, of Topeka, Kas, Eighteen 
years ago, Hillman, whose life was in- 
sured for 3160, 000, was found murdered 
in the mountains of Missouri while on 
an outing. The insurance c any re- 
fused to pay on the grounds that the 
body was not that of IIIllman at all; 
that that gentleman had murdered a 
man resembling himself, and was in 
hiding to come in for the benefits of the 
insurance. The case hung fire in the 

courts for years, while the company 
attempted to establish thelr case, An of- 
fer of reward was issued, of $40,000, 
“for John W. Hillman, dead or alive.” 
Naturally such an offer set eve 
deputy sheriff, constable and reward- 
hunter in the country to loosing for the 
man. 

Early in November of 1894 there came 
to the camp in the Huachucas three 
men, prospectors, broke and looking for 
work. Mr. Donnelly could give them 
no work. He packed their animals, 
however, putting on a quarter of beef 
and a bountiful supply of other need- 
fuls of the mountaineer in proportion, 
and told them they were welcome. 
This, one of their number, a man 
named Herndon, refused to accept, He 
was told to take it as a loan then, but 
he again refused, saying he had no idea 
how he could repay it: He would only 
work for it, and on no other con4ition 
would he accept it. Finally he was told 
that the three. could work ‘five daye 
apiece for it, at $3 a, day, or three days 
apiece at 35 a day, thus settling the 
value of the cargo, $45.

000 has not been taken up on the treas- 
ury’s books. Added to the official re- 
serve, this would make the net gold 
held by the government about $136,000,- 
000, or $94,000,000 more than the mini- 
mum point touched in the first days of 
February, before the payments for the 
bonds began. There are no indications 
of any large withdrawals of gold from 
the treasury, either to provide for the

exports are in sight, there is a feeling 


gold reserve at about the present level 
for some months to come.’

PARCELS BY WIRE. The latest 
utilization of electricity is for the trans- 
mission of parcels by wire. Accord- 
ing to a Chicago paper two Michigan 
men have asked the Council of that 
city tor the right to erect 4poles and 
string wires for a parcel-carrying sys- 
tem to extend over the entire city. The 
system is much like that now used in 
stores. On the wires will run Small 
cans or water-proof buckets, propelled. 
by electricity and controlled from a 
central station. Parcels will be re- 
‘ceived at either the central or sub-sta- 
tions, and ‘thence dispatched to all 
quarters of the city, where at sub-sta- 
tions 1 will be received by station- 
masters and gliven to boys with bicycles 
for further distribution to the persons 
to whom they are addressed. The sys- 
tem is the result of seven years’ experi- 
menting and is covered by patents.

versity. He said that the present sys- 
tem of accrediting pupils from high 
schools to universities had started 
about fourteen years ago. While, how- 
ever, the relations between the high 
school and the university grow closer, 
the gaps between the high school and 
the grammar school grow wider. To im- 
prove this may take many years, but 
it may be done by a more liberal edu- 
cation for the teachers. In California 


we seek a unification of all the edu-. 


cational branches, the links of the 


chain being the kindergarten, the gram- 
mar school, the high school and the 


university. In answer to the question, 
‘Why ‘are there more people in the 
State Penitentiary than in the State 
University?” Joaquin ‘Miller is said to 
have answered, “Because all things 


| move along the line of the least resist- 


ance.” Teachers have a certain method 
of giving pupils learning, and it re- 


mains to be seen whether the path of 


the least resistance to the pupil leads 
to the university or the penitentiary. 
Prof. Lathrop of Stanford followed, 


and said that the tendency of the pub- 


lic school is to make system too syste- 
matic. No allowances are made for 
individual cases and requirements. Go- 
ing on to the accrediting system, the 
speaker said that the method has 
grown up from the the necessities of 
the case, but that examinations should 
not be avoided. At present a large 
number of accredited pupils are not 
ready for the university, because the 
examination is not sufficient to convey 
to the university professor a knowledge 
of the pupil’s attainments and require- 
ments. The same principle may apply 
to the admission of pupils from the 
‘grammar school to the high school. Re- 
ferring to the subjects of the morning 
discussion, the speaker said that the 
great trouble in teaching seems to be 
that the teachers put subjects in front 
of pupils and. methods before truth. 
Prof. W. H. Housh of the Los Ange- 
les High School disagreed with the 
two previous speakers on the matter of 
the accrediting system. He said that 
since the system had been introduced 
here, the standard of the school has 


‘been raised and every pupil is proud | 


that the school course will admit him to 
the State University. The speaker then 
discussed the advisability of making 
the languages elective studies. He 
spoke of his desire to introduce one 
modern language into each pupil’s 
course, but could not at present change 
the curriculum so as to admit of the 
change. Other speakers who discussed 
the subjects were: Profs. Lewis B. 
Avery, N. A. Richardson, Lyman Greg- 
ory, J. I. Ladd, C. Y. Roop and F. E. 
Perham. 

President Keyes then desired to know 
if the meeting would actept the report 
as read.

After a preface, the reader said that 
that the first crime that we commit 
against a child when he enters the 
school room is to set him down on a seat 
that will gradually force his spinal col- 
umn into his skull, and then demand 
that his brain shall be in a normal con- 
dition. If the seats are too high, the 
little biped must dangle his limbs over 
a precipice. It may be laid down as an 
educational maxim that a child’s brain 
will not act in a normal manner if his 
feet are suspended between heaven and 
earth. His feet must touch bottom in 


order to olose the circuit between mind 


and matter. 

The next curse is amassment or ag- 

gregation. We compel the distracted 
teacher, penned up with fifty. or sixty 
busy. * to break every law of 
pédagogics. Our schools: are too um- 
bersome and unwieldy. They must 
have more flexibility an “greater adapt- 
Ability. 
The State is a criminal against every. 
boy who is allowed:to become or remain 
a street hoodlum, cigarette flend or pro- 
fane vagabond. In every town there is 
a brood of the homo genus that’ was 
hatched in the street incubator... There 
is no mistaking the type, and the mark 
of Cain is on their foreheads. 

With a proper adjustment between 
mental and physical work in the school- 


-room, almost every boy of the street 


could be transferred from the debit 
side of the State to the credit side. The 
speaker then showed how the work 
could be done by a proper system of 
school work and ended the paper. 


EVENING SESSION. 


In the evening there was a very large | 


fiudience present to Hsten to the ad- 
‘dresses by the presidents of the two 
great universities. On the platform 
were Prof. Kellogg of Berkeley, Prof. 
Jordan of Stanford, Miss Dunham, 
Profs.

President 
Keyes introduced Dr. Martin Kellogg, 
president of the State.

There is nothing to look forward 
to at the end of the long struggle but a 
pension, if the work does not kill before 
the old age comes. Another drawback 
is the ‘uncertain tenure.of the office, 
arising from the caprice of parents and 
the political dangers to guard against. 
In the latter case individual-worth has 
no consideration, and the teacher de- 
pends for his place upon à political 
pull. And for this work what does the 
teacher ordinarily get? She must live 
in a respectable way, dress in a respeet- 
able manner. When the demands of 
society upon the laborer and. the teacher 


better off pecuniarily. | This increment. 
of learning that comes to the people is 
miserably-paid. Vet can a teacher rebel 
against these things. Not exactly, for 
the increment is not all on one side. 
On the side of the public is the great 
Vork of education to the masses. On 
the side of the teachers there 4s al 
pleasanter life than they otherwise 
might have led. There are pleasant as- 
sociations, pleasant thoughts and sub- 
jects. There is the delight of-self-cul- 
ture, and the highest benefit of all is 
the development of other minds. Only 
a teacher knows the pleasure of bring - 
ing out a young mind. 

Life is not a dreary struggle for 
riches and many possessions. The rich 


man desires more riches, but the pos- 


Session of them does not make a life. 
Life is to be happy, and the highest of 
all pleasures is sacrificial, doing good 
for the sake of doing good to others. 
here is the mother’s sacrifice from 
love and ambition for her children. 
But the teacher’s sacrifice is greater. 
There is no blood tie, but her duty leads 
her to be good to those she teaches 
for the purpose of giving out 
to the world a finished work. Thus the 
sacrifice is part of the increment on 
the teacher’s side, the same act that 
rewards her being an addition to the 
great unearned increment of the world. 
After the applause had 
died down, Prof. Keyes, in a pleasant 
introductory speech, in which he re- 
ferred to the late decision in the 
Stanford case, led forward Dr. David 
Starr Jordan, the president of the great 
university at Palo Alto. Dr. Jordan. 
said that, in answer to a request from 
the president of the meeting, he had 
arranged to read an essay instead .of 
the remarks he had agreed upon. The 
gubject of the essay was The Stability 
of Truth,” and Dr. Jordan was listened 
to with the most profound attention. 
Within the last few years three nota- 
ble assaults have been made on the 
integrity of science. The three offen- 
ders are Salisbury,Balfour and Haeckel,

One of the questions of the day 
is this: Is to believe“ more than “to 
know?” Is belief to be tested by sei- 
ence?

of the latter is supreme. If, however, 
truth comes to us from sources outside of 
human experience, it must come in some 
pure form free from human errors. As 


place. In this event the progress of 


Reason is to be discredited, The 
commonest things become unknown 
when viewed in the critical light of 
philosophy. All we know of the exter- 
nal universe is through the impressions 
made directly or indirectly on our 
nervous systems. Physically each man 
is an alliance of animals, each one of 
a single cell, each cell with its proc- 
esses of life, growth, death and repro- 
duction; each one with its own “cell- 
soul,” which presides over these proc- 
esses. 

The fact has often been noted that 
every great conclusion of science has 
been anticipated by philosophy. The 
Greeks taught the theory of develop- 
ment centuries before Darwin. Every 
conceivable guess at to the-origin 
and meaning of familiar phenomena has 
been exhausted by philosophy. Some 
of these guesses contain elements of 
truth. A truth not yet shown to be 
true is in science not a truth. In 80 
far as philosophy is simply clear think- 
ink it is a most valuable agency for 
testing the deductions of science. But 
while it can reject false conclusions, it 
can add no new matter of its own. It 
becomes necessary to separate the word 
“belief” from the word “religion.” Re- 
ligion implies rather a condition of the 
heart, belief has no stated religion and 
no recognized cult of priests. While re- 
ligion and belief become entangled, in 
the human mind so as not to be easily 
separable, the one is not necessarily a 
of other..
